AUDIENCE OF 5000 LISTENS TO 
THE LEADERS. 


Forty-One States Represented by Dele- 
gations, Among Which the Jef- 
ferson Club With W. J. Stone 
and M. H. Wetmore Is 
Prominent. 


DALLAS, Tex., Oct. 2.—The two days’ 
Democratic carnival opened to-day, the 
event of the morning being the arrival of 
William Jennings Bryan. The city is 
packed with Democrats, representing 41 
States and Indian Territory.

We are to'd that 
the risk of investment is lessened by dimin- 
ishing or removing the danger of ruinous 
competition. I think there fs little room 
for argument there. It might wel! be ad- 
mitted that there is less risk to investment 
when the investor is given a monopoly than 
when he is obliged to face competition. 
And it may be that competition dees some- 
times run at such a tremendous pace as to 
make invesfment hazardous, and whenever | 
that happens it is unfortunate and usually 
unneccessary. his is not apt to occur, 
however, except in cases where some busi. | 
ness is overdone, and then the fittest will | 
survive, Is it not better that a part of the

BANKS, HOTELS AND STORES ALL 
IN ASHES. 


Very Few of the Burned Buildings or 
Stocks of Goods Were Insured; 
List of Those Who Lost 
Most.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Oct. 2.—The town 
of Dequeen, in Sevier County, was entirely 
wiped out by fire early this morning. The 
loss is estimated at $200,000. Only two 
buildings escaped destruction: Curfman & 
Tobin, hardware; Riley & Brown, general 
Store. Very little of the property was in- 
sured,

WANTS A FRANCHISE TO BUILD 
TO ST. CHARLES. 


It Offers to Pay the County $1000 
a Month During Its Existence 
and to Build the Road 

Immediately. ‘ 


The St. Louis, Clayton & St. Charles 
Railway Company, which was recently in- 
corporated under the laws of Missouri at 
Jefferson City, as told in the Post-Dispatch, 
applied to the County Court at Clayton 
Monday for a franchise. The application 
was presented by John H. Blessing of the 
Gaylord-Blessing Company of St. Louis. 
the principal incorporators. 

Mr. Blessing made a short talk to the 
court, explaining the object of the road, 
and assuring the tribunal the road would 
be built at once after the franchise was 
granted, He also claimed that the owners 
of property along the entire route had /been 
visited in person and all were willing; and 
anxious for the road to be constructed. 

The St. Louis, Clayton & St. Charies Co.’s 
intention is to form a perfect network of 
Street raliways in the county, penetrat- 
ing to the remotest parts and reaching all 
the important suburban towns. It will also 


pass through all the principal municipali- 
ties’ en route to St. Charles outside of St. 
Louis County. 

In the application it is promised that:a 
reat reduction will be made in the fares. 
t will only cost 10 cents from St. Louis to 
Clayton and return, or 5 cents for one 
way, instead of 20 cents for the round trip, 
the present rate on the Suburban. Trans- 
fers will be given and the fares to nearly 
all the suburban towns will be cut in half. 
The application states that the company 
will deposit with the county $1000 when the 
franchise is granted and $1000 every month 
thereafter during the road’s existence, all 
to be the absolute property of the county. 
It also agrees to pave between the tracks 
and to provide safe crossing at all public 
highways. ‘sy

MANILA. 


TO ARRIVE THERE AT 7:30. 


Bie Will Be Received by the President 
and Tendered a Dinner at the 
Executive Mansion Mon- 
day Night. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Admiral Dewey 1s 
on the way to Washington on a special 
train, which is to arrive here at 7:30. He 
left New York at 1:20 p. m. 

Admiral Dewey arose early this morning 
and began preparations for his departure 
for Washington. 

After a light breakfast, during which 
he chatted with the members of his family, 
the Admiral expressed himself as being 
much refreshed after the fatiguing incidents 
of the past week. The Admiral saw no 
visitors this morning, but kept to his rooms 
attending to some personal business until 
about 11 o’clock, when, 
escort'@z him, he started for a drive be- 
fore proceeding to the railway station. 

Admiral Dewey has received so many let- 
ters of welcome and congratulations since 
his arrival in the United States that he 
finds it impessible to answer them as he 
would wish. He therefore asks the press 
to convey his acknowledgments of their 
receipt and his thanks for the kindness 
and good wishes of his many friends. 

Mayor Van Wyck called about 10 o’clock 
nad had a short talk with the Admiral, 
whom he bade good-by. 

‘Before he allowed the Mayor to leave 
Admiral Dewey told him to thank the peo- 
ple of New York for him for the remark- 
able demonstration in his honor. 
~At was magnificent,”” said the Admiral, 
“and far exteeded my expectations.” 

Admiral Dewey and “party went by the 
naval tug Nina to Jersey City, where they 
boarded the Pennsylvania Railroad train 
leaving for Washington at 1:20 p. m. 


When the Admiral left the Waldorf-As- 
toria to go to Jersey City the steps and 
window sills and railings of all the houses 
between the end of. the hotel on Thirty- 
third street and Fifth avenue, were fililed 
with people anxious to carch a glimpse of 
him. Down Fifth avenue the line extended. 
each side of the street being filled with 
people. 

Members of the committee who had per- 
sonally escorted Admiral Dewey through 
the two days' celebrations assembled in the 
hotel before 12 o’clock.

reasonable investment. Undoubtedly muon- 
apoly reduces the risk and increases the 
opportunities of the investor, but we have 
not yet reached that point in industrial 
conditions when trade and commerce can- 
not be profitably carried on by independent 
and competing establishments. Whenever 
we do reach that point we will have come 
to a time when the whole people, and not 
merely a few, should share in the benefits 
of monopoly through some public agency. 
But I hope that time is yet far distant. Our 
government is founded on the idea of man 
as a unit—man as the sovevelgn. Industrial 
effort and enterprise should remain the 
corner stone of our industrial system. If 
we turn from that we must turn to a new 
form of government. 

_“The industrial trust, by means of 
ménopoly, may reduce the cost of its pro- 
ductions. I think that is true. It fs true 
chiefiv because it can buy its raw mate- 
rial cheaper, for one purpose of the trust 
is.to control the material market, and be- 
cause it can reduce the wage expense. But 
is it well to turn those Who produce raw 
materials from an open market to a close 
monopoly? And the expense of labor may 
be leasened by reducing the- number em- 
ployed.

Both Have Now Been Pretty Well 
Tried Out for the Race. 
Ry Associated Press 
NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—Since the Columbia 
was launched on June 10 and the Shamrock 


on June &% a number of mishaps have be- 
fallen these boata. 
The most serious of these fell to Colum- 


bia’s jot when in the New York Yacht.Clubt’s 
annual crulse off Newport, she had her steel 
mast broken, when far ahead of the old 
Defender. The Shamrock has been aground 
in these waters, has just escaped collision 
twice, and has been the victim of numerous 
small accidents, but she is now in the most 
erfect condition, as is her rival Columbia. 
Zoth are ly'ng at their docks in Br ooklyn, 
ready for the battle which is to begin within 
a few hours. 

Both boats have been well tried out and 


they have not been found wanting. The

She 
has been pitted half a score of times against 
the old cup defender, and has won in every 
case, Her trials took place off Newport, 
and so décisive were her victories during 
the annual cruise of the New York Yacht 
Club that it was deemed unnecessary im- 
mediately after to further test her quali- 
ties. However, in order to give her a 
more thorough trying out, additional races 
With Defender were arranged, and with 
some improvements that had been made the 
Columbia won more marked triumphs.

In addition to her fine qualities in light 
airs, the Columbia has shown herself most 
satisfactory in her windward work, and it 
is worth noting that she was designed es- 
pecially for this kind of work.

HOW JURIES ARE CHOSEN 


It Cost $19,954.33 to Secure 40,002 
Names From Citizens of St. 
Louis. 


Jury Commissioner George P. Weinbren- 
ner filed his annual report Monday with the 
Circuit Judges in General Term. 

The report covers the work of the office 
between Sept. 30, 1898, and Sept. 30, 1899. The 
work of canvassing the city for jurymen 


for the next two years is discussed at 
length. Concerning it the Jury Commis- 
sioner says: 

“Under the law it became the duty of the 
Jury Commissioner to make a canvass of 
the city of St. Louls to make a new jury 
list for the ensuing two years. Accordingly 
68 temporary deputies were appointed by 
the Jury Commissioner confirmed by the 
Honorable Judges of the Circuit Court to 
make such canvass and to secure the 
names of all male persons en gem | In the 
city of St. Louis qualified and subject to 
jury duty.
